WAld Land Tax Bill. 

Thero is a bill before the Legislature 
winch provides for the imposition of a 
tax upon wild or unimproved country 
lauds. It will bo recolloctod that a 
similar bill, introduced by Mr. Smithe, 
was passed last session, that it was re- 
served for the approval of the Gover- 
nor General, and that it was disal- 
lowod upon the ground that it might 
be taken to apply to the Canada 
Pacific Railway lands and would, there- 
fore, injudiciously affect that great 
enterprise. It levied a specific tax of 
four conts per acre on unimproved 
lands. During the early part of the 
present session Mr. Smithe again in- 
troducod the bill ; but it wits decided not 
to bo in order, inasmuch as all tax 
bills must originate in the Executive. 
The Government undertook to bring 
down the measure, with this change, 
that the tax should be ad valorem, instead 
of specific!. Such is the history of tho 
bill which passod through Committee on 
Wednesday. A glance at its provisions: 
Tho first section provides that all land not 
specially exempted shall pay an annual 
tax of one per cont. on tho assessed value 
thereof. Tho oxemptions, the most in- 
teresting part of the bill, are as follows: 
Lands that are now or may hereafter be 
vested in or held in trust for Her Majesty 
or for tho public uso of tho Province; 
Land within the limits of any incorpo- 
rated City, Township, or District; Land 
hold for the benefit of any tribe of Indians; 
Land hold for tho benefit of any Charity, 
Public Hospital, School or Benovoleut 
Society; Land pre-empted under tho Pre- 
emption laws of the Province, and occu- 
pied in accordance with tho requirements 
of "Tho Land Ordinance of 1870;" Land 
upon which the owner or bis agont bona 
fide resides, and upon which one dollar 
par aero is annually expended, provided 
such land shall not exceed in value twen- 
ty dollars per aero; Land upon which 
permanent improvements to tho amount 
in value of twenty per cent, on the as- 
BO=sed value shall have boon made ; Land 
upon which five head of horses or cattlo, 
per one hundred acres are depastured, pro- 
vidod such exemption shall not apply to 
land exceeding in value fivo dollars 
por acre; laud upon which fifteen Lead of 
sheep, per hundred acres, are depastured, 
provided such exemption shall tint apply 
to land exceeding in value five dollars per 
aoro. Land upon which horses, cattlo. or 
sheep or any of them, are depastured to- 
gether, the total number being in accord- 
ance with tho proportion established by- 
preceding sub-sections, provided such 
exomption shall not apply to land ex- 
ceeding in valuo five dollars per acre; 
Land held under any lease or leasos for 
timber-cutting purposes, provided such 
exemption shall not apply to land exceed- 
ing in value fivo dollars per acre; All 
lands heretoforo or to be hereafter leased 
by tho Government for pastoral or other 
purpose, shall be exempted fromtaxatiou 
under the Act. Such are the exemptions; 
and it will be observed that they have been 
carefully made with a view to allowing 
tho bona file settlor who is making a 
proper use of his land to escape, on the 
ono hand, ami catching tho mere specu- 
lator, on the other. It is provided that, 
for the purposes of the Act, any building, 
fence, prospecting mining work, or re- 
clamation of laud, shall be considered 
permanent improvement; and that, in 
estimating the improvements on any 
quantity of land belonging to one owner, 
tho surplus of improvement on ono part 
may bo accredited to any other part of tho 
same land, provided tho same be imme- 
diately contiguous. The Road Districts 
are to be Land Tax Districts for tho pur- 
poses of the Act; but tho Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council is empowered to es- 
tablish other Districts, notice of which 
shall bo given in the Government Gazette 
and in the newspaper nearest to such 
District. All taxes under the Act shall 
bo duo and payable on tho first day of 
Juno of ovory year, and if not paid with- 
in thirty days thereafter, summary pro- 
ceedings may be taken to recover by dis- 
tress on the goods and chattels of owner; 
in case of insufficiency of distress the 
amount due, togethor with costs, shall be 
a charge upon tho land, and shall be filed 
against tho same in the Land Registry 
Oflice. In case of non-payment for the 
space of ono year, tho Sheriff may pro- 
coed to soil tho laud, or as much thereof 
as shall pay tho tax, with interest and 
costs, three months' notice of sain having 
boon given. Tho ownor or his heirs or 
assigns have tho right of redemption 
within ono year, on payment of purchase 
money and twenty-fivo por cent, thereon. 
If the land bo not redeemed within one 
year, it becomes absolutely tho property 
in feo simplo of tho purchaser. These 
comprise tho provisions of the Act calcu- 
lated to interest tho reader, tho remaining 
clauses merely providing tho necessary 
machinery for assessing, constituting a 
Court of Appeal, and collecting tho tax. 
The bill wo regard upon tho whole as an 
excellent one, calculated to supply along 
and keenly felt want. The rate of one 
por cent, will doubtless fall very lightly 
upon lands of low value; but tho princi- 
ple appears to be just. A specific tax of 
four cents an aero, as was provided in 
last year's bill, would very possibly be 
more productive of revenue. But it 
scarcely seems to bo just or desirable that 
lands remote from the centers of popula- 
tion and perhaps worth no more than the 
upset price, should bo made to pay as 
much as lands in eligible positions, worth, 
perhaps, two or throe hundred dollars an 
core. Unden'ably, the ad valorem princi- 
ple is the most just, and it is calculated 
to attain in the highest degree the main 
objects of such legislation. We hope the 
bill may not bo disallowed by the Federal 
Government; yet it must bo confessed 
thero is much reason and force in the 
views urged on this point by the senior 
member for Victoria City. It will hardly 
bo contended that wo do not possess the 
Constitutional right to tax these railway 
lands in common with other lands; and it 
would lie very foolish to surrender that 
right. But, at the same time, it is open 
to qufiHUon whether it would bo wiso to 
rush at those lands ere tho great railway 
enterprise has been fairly launched. To 
do so can bring no revenue, inasmuch as 
these lands cannot yot be touched. But 
such a display of eagerness to tax those 
lauds at the very moment when tho Kail- 
way Company is firming and entering the 
English money market, may bo pro- 



ductive of more injury to tho great enter- 
prise in which wo have such a profound 
intorest than some men appoar to realize. 



Extraordinary Scone in the 
House. 

We have barely space to rofer our read- 
ers to the report of tho extraordinary 
seeno in the Houso yostorday. On Wed- 
nesday the lion. Premier, backed by tho 
Chiof Oommiasioner. asked the Commit- 
tee of Supply to ignore the Att'y-Gonoral's 
opinion on tho question of compensation 
to Mr. Bulkley.aud refer the matter to ar- 
bitrators The Committee agreed to this; 
but yesterday the Houso rovorsed tho do- 
aision and passod the item. Of courso 
tho Province was bound to fulfil tho agree- 
ment. It is a noteworthy inoidont that 
two members of ' tho Cabinet, 
Messrs. Armstrong and Ash, sup- 
ported the Attorney-General, whilo 
Mr. DeCosmos — like an old hen with one 
chicken— had only Mr.Beavon on his Bide. 
During the debate it was shown that Mr. 
Bulkley was never Chief Engineer of the 
Bombay Wator Works; and tho Premier 
—on tho authority of tho Chief Commis- 
sioner — promised some astounding de- 
velopments if the mattorcamo into Court. 
Mr. Bulkley owos it to himself and tho 
Government who employed* him to ex- 
plain. If ho is all that ho professes he 
will oourt an inquiry. If ho bo what tho 
Premier more than hints he is, ho de- 
serves to bo "shown up," oven if ho does 
pocket §2,500 compensation.

LAST NIGHTS DISPATCHES 

Eastern States- 

New Yokk, Fob- 12 — A London spocial 
says a ten million dollar Erie loan was 
subscribed yesterday. 

Europe 

London, Fob. 12— No other news from 
Madrid. Announcement of abdication of 
Amadous produced a profound sensation. 
Berlin papers say it was caused by 
French intrigue. 

Since o'clock this morning dispatches 
received from Madrid stato no disturb- 
ance. There seems to be a disposition to 
maintain order and support Provisional 
authorities. Yesterday two Houses of tho 
Cortes assembled at an early hour, whon 
a formal message of abdication was read. 
Upon completion of tho reading tho Sen- 
ate and Congress mot togethor and con- 
stituted themselves a sovereign Cortes. 
Rivera, President of Congress, in speech 
declared hinisolf ready to answer for the 
preservation of order. The abdication of 
Amadous was then accopted unanimously. 
Senato Pio proposed to establish a Re- 
public vesting in the Assembly supromo 
power. Resolution adopted by a vote of 
25S yoas against 32 nays. Assembly waj 
still in sossion when the forgoing was 
telegraphed. 

Madrid, Fob. 12. — It is believed that 
Rivera, President of the Cortes, will be 
elected President of tho Provisional Re- 
public, established by vote last night. 
There is perfect order hero and tho atti- 
tude of the Regular and National Guards 
is satisfactory. 

Puns, Feb. 12. — Dispatch from Mad- 
rid says arrangements were made for 
Amadous and tho Royal family to leave 
that city this morning. 

In tho Cortes to-day a new Cabinet was 
elected. Figera being chosen President 
of Council and Castillar Minister of For- 
eign Affairs. 

London, Feb, 12 — In House of Lords 
last uight, Earl of Lauderdale asked 
whether measures have been taken to 
complete settlement on western part of 
boundary line between British Dominion 
and the United Sta'.es. Ho contended 
that notwithstanding decision in regard to 
that portion of line which gave San Juan 
to tho United States, there were still 
several water channels which the Ameri- 
cans might claim, rights of Indian tribes 
also were left unsettled and collisions 
were inevitable. He characterized the 
treaty of Washington as the most humiliat- 
ing that England evor negotiated. 

Earl Granville replied with assuranco 
that steps had beou taken to settle all 
boundary questions. A British Commis- 
sion had surveyed the lino which was al- 
most identical with that laid down by tho 
Americans. Instructions had been sent 
out with a view of arriving at an oxact 
boundary.

Assembly- 

SECOND SESSION. 

Thursday, Fob. lelth. 
Tho Speaker took thu Chair at 2 o'clock 
p. ni. 

BTJPl-LTMF.NTAKY ESTIMATES. 

Hon. Mr. DoCosaios presented tv mes- 
sago enclosing Supplementary Estimates. 

PETITION. 

Mr. Robson presented n petition for 
compensation or payment in respect of 
some work done for Government. 

Ruled oat of order. 

PRIY [ LEGE. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos said that lio was 
reported in the British Colonist to have 
said that he was a Director in tho Railway 
Company. He was not a Director neither 
did he say that he was. 

Mr. Smith rose to say that ho did not 
complain (as stated in the British Colo- 
nist) of the way the sessional papers were 
bound. Ho also contradicted ft report in 
the Simulant with respect to certain ap- 
propriations for exploring and Spillama- 
oheen road. 

ADDRESS TO THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 

Mr. Robson moved that a Committee bo 
appointed to prepare an Address to His 
Excellency Lord Dufferin, congratulating 
His Excellency upon iiis appointment as 
Governor-General, and his safe arrival in 
tho Dominion of Canada; said Committee 
to consist of the mover, the hon. Attor- 
ney-General, and Messrs. MoCreight, 
Robertson, Mara and Hunter. 

Mr. Holbrook seconded. 

Mr. Humphreys hoped tho address 
■would he like the man to whom it was to 
bo addressed — plain, practical and digni- 
fied, not abject or humiliating, or filled 
with fulsome flattery. 

The name of the President of the Ex- 
ecutive was substituted for that of the 
hon. Attorney-General, and tho resolu- 
tion was passed. 

FREE OF DUTY. 

Mr. Bunster moved an address to the 
Government at Ottawa to admit British 
Subject into this Province, with all their 
stock of every kind, and all farming pro- 
duce, implements, etc., free of duty. 

Mr. Bunster said that this resolution 
roforred particularly to British Subjects 
on San Juan who would not declare their 
allegiance to tho United States, and they 
wished to bring their flocks and household 
goods into this Province dutyfree. Somo 
8,000 or 10,000 head of stock would bo 
brought hero at onco if the resolution 
were passed. 

Mr. Humphreys seconded and recom- 
mended that a telegram bo sent to Ot- 
tawa as the matter was very urgent. 

Hon. Mr, DoCosmos said the arrange- 
ment ought to be confined to some specific 
time. Ho had no hope of any satisfaction 
being obtained ftom the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, and did not believe that tho 
hardship was sis great as was represented. 
Ho understood there wen; only two or 
three British Subjects on the island who 
had not taken the oath of allegiance, and 
tho matter shonld be left for the settlers 
to petition the authorities at Ottawa. 

Mr. Smith moved an amendment to 
moke the resolution refer to British Sub- 
ject."! who wore actual settlers ou San Juan 
Island previous to tho cession. 

Mr. Robertson suggested that a Select 
Committee be appointed to enquire into 
tho urgency of the case. 

Mr. Barnston thought the caso one of 
great emergency and that the Privy 
Council had power to furnish relief. 

Mr. DeCosmos contended that the Privy 
Council had no such power. 

Mr. Robson thought a telegram would 
bo useless. The Governor in Council had 
no powor in the matter. 

Mr. Smith — Has not the Govarnor in 
Council removed the duties on pack-ani- 
mals crossing the boundary ? 

Mr. MoCreight said there was a clause 
in the Canadian Customs Act to empower 
the Governor in Councii to allow pack- 
animals to cross the boundary lino duty 
free'provided bonds were givi n that, within 
a certain time, they would recross the 
lino. 

Mr. Semlin was in favor of the resolu- 
tion. The Governor in Council might 
exceed their powor and Parliament would 
indemnify them. 

Mr Holbrook said that tho animals wore 
raised on what was believed to be British 
territory at the time, and certainly would 
coino in duty free. 

On motion tho resolution was referred 
to a Select Committee. 

SUPPLY. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved to strike out 
that portion of tho resolution respecting 
the reference of the claim of Mr. T. A. 
Bulkier to arbitrators. 

Mr. Holbrook seconded. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem repeated the argu- 
ments used yesterday. Ho claimed that 
tho honor of the House was at stake in 
this matter [hear] and he thought that 
his opinion as Att'y-General was entitled 
to more weight than had been given it. 
The question was one of right or wrong 
in this House, lie could not blame any 
member of this House for differing with 
him; but ho felt himself so bound to have 
it carried out that he could not help hav- 
ing some feeling in the matter. It might 
bo urged that the amount of work done 
was not an equivalent of the money asked. 
Thou it was the duty for the Government 
to have dismissed him before tho 1st of 
Eob., 1ST.'!. The agreement was concise 
and would bo binding in a Court of Caw, 
ivnd ho asked hon. gentlemen to picture 
tho position in which they would stand if 
this resolution were thrown out. Wo 
were bound by tho agreement, ( Mr. Bea- 
van— .Hear, hear.J Ho (Mr, Walkem) 
thaught that ironical "hear, hear," came 
in bail taste from the hon. gentleman 
when the bono:- of a oollenguo was >at 
B'.*ke[Mr. Baavou — Hear, hear. J 

Mr. Holbrook said that as one of ))io 
Into Ministry ho fully agreed with tho up. 



pointment of Mr. Bulkley and thought ho 
should paid. Tho House had authorized 
the late Governmont to have tho work 
done and that Government had made a 
good bargain with Mr. Bulkley. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos said that tho 
amount of money ($2,500) was voted, and 
tho reforenco to arbitrators was a more 
ryder to the vote. 

On a proposition to go into Committee 
of tho Wholo, Mr, Mara stated that ho 
objected. Ho was in tho' Chair yostordtry 
and ho wished an opportunity to veto in 
favor of tho payment of this sum of money. 
Ho agreed with tho Att'y-General's opin- 
ion — which was backed by all the legal 
gentlemen in the House — that tho agree- 
ment was binding. [ Hoar, hear.J 

Mr. Robertson said that the Att'y-Gon- 
eral's opinion had boon given and that the 
President of the Council disregarded it, 
which showed that there was a very wide 
dilTeronco of opinion existing in the Exe- 
cutive. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos objected to such 
language until ho had had an opportunity 
to make a full explanation. 

Mt. Robertson was of opinion that if 
tho resolution passed as proposed by the 
Att'y-General, the Government would not 
have to pay the amount nolens volens. 

Hon. Mr. Bea von defied any member of 
this House to say that any member of tho 
Govornmont proposed to' repudiate. Tho 
Government intended to carry out : ts ob- 
ligations, but, at the same time, intended 
to seo that Mr. Bulkley should 
carry out 7tia part of tho agreement. He 
had said "hear, hear" to the Att'y-Gener- 
al's remarks, but it was to the statement, 
of the hon. gentleman that the agreement 
was plain. Now, he did uot wish to throw 
any imputation upon Mr. Bulkley, but 
tho hon. senior member for Esquimalt 
having said that Mr. Bulkley had been 
Chief Engineer of the Bombay Water 
Works, he (Mr. Beaven) produced a copy 
of the London Illustrated News of the 5th 
Oct., 1872, by which ho showed that these 
works were designed and carried out by- 
Mr. Walton, tho Chief Engineer, [sensa- 
tion. There was a discrepancy between 
tho statement of tho hon. member and 
the paper. 

Mr. Robertson did not know if the hon. 
Chief Commissioner intended to accuse 
him of making a misstatement; but he 
had understood that Mr. Bulkley was 
Chief Enginoer of those works. 

Mr. McCreight said that he, too, had so 
understood. One thing, however, was 
certain, Mr. Bulkley was employed on 
those works in tho capacity of engineer. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven did not wish to be un- 
derstood as accusing tho hon. senior mem- 
ber for Esquimalt of misstatement. 

Mr. Humphreys — The late Government 
made a contract with this man and the 
present Government was bound to observe 
it. The money if voted, need not bo paid 
to Mr. Bulkley unless ho fulfils his part 
of the agreement. 

Mr. McCreight said that Mr. Bulkloy's 
reports on tho Dry Dock and Water 
Works were ablo documents, and ho call- 
od on the hon. Chief Commissioner to 
point out wherein the gentleman had fail- 
ed to do his duty. If the Government did 
not pay the money and the case came into 
Court, the Att'y-General would be bound 
to say there was no case, ami tin- Govern- 
mont would have to pay the money unless 
tho Chief Commissioner carried on the 
case, [a laugh.] The contract hail been 
fairly made and fairly kept. Tho objec- 
tion in this House was a. quibbling one 
and worse than tho quirks and quibbles 
of a Court of Law. [ Laughter. J 

Mr. Somlin voted yesterday for tho 
amendment. He intended to vote, now, 
on the opposite side, because, after hear- 
ing the arguments, he was sure the House 
was bound in honor to vote this money 
and the Government ought to pay it. 

Mr. Booth said the only question was 
had Mr. Bulkley carried out kit terms of 
the agreement. The Chief Commissioner 
hod inndo a statement that tho agreement 
was not complied with and ho (Mr.Booth) 
wanted to see that ho did so before the 
money was paid. The reports did not 
furnish sufficient information to enable a 
company to take up either project. 

Mr. Barnston warmly supported the 
payment of tho money. 

Mr. Robson was utterly at a loss to un- 
derstand how a Government could bring 
this matter before the House as an open 
question after the opinion of their own 
Att'y-General had been given them, and 
least of all was it proper for the hon. Pre- 
mier to move, in the face of that opinion, 
to refer tho matter to arbitration. Every 
lawyer in the House had declared that 
the agreement was binding, J and it was a 
scandal and disgrace that the leader of the 
Government should attempt to shirk the 
bond. Mr. Bulkley might be the veriest 
impostor in tho country, but that would 
not weaken the force of tho bond. 

Hon Mr. DeCosmos attacked the hon. 
senior member for Esquimalt (Mr. Rob- 
o rtson) who, ho said, had adopted that pe- 
culiar, sarcastic style which he was accus- 
tomed to use at the Bar, whon affecting to 
rogrot a division in the Executive, Per- 
haps his feeling was professional, but 
perhaps it was a loss worthy feeling. If 
ho had known all the circumstances he 
would not have been so ready to jump up 
and uso such language as hi; did. Tins 
matter had been under discussion in tho 
Executive Council and a majority of the 
Council had decided that they could not 
recommend tho payment of tho money. 
Tho Government found a resolution of 
tho House calling for plans and specifica- 
tions for the Dry Dock and Water Works. 
Tho agreement was based on that resolu- 
tion and Govornmont had facts in ii* pos- 
session in the face of which no jury could 
give a verdict to tho plaintiff. Up to to-day 
tho Att'y-General had not given an opnion 
to the Executive on this matter; and cer- 
tain facts connected with the affair wore 
not ovon yot public. The hon. senior 
member for Victoria City hail said a good j 
deal about tho pledged honor of the Gov- 
ernment. Ho (Mr. DoCosmos) could tell 
that hon gentleman that in honor and ad- 1 
ministrative ability the present would 
©impure favorably with the late Govorn- 
mont, [ Ironical cheers. | He called on 
the hon Chief Commissioner to toll tho 
ilouso that no suuh thing as plans and 
specifications of those works could bo 
found in tho Land Office, What was there 
to show for tho money expended V Incom- 
plete maps, reports and no specifications. 
Now if this Ilouso wished to vote the 
money tho Government would have to pay- 
it; but ho would not vote to nay away 
public money without an equivalent. He I 
(Mr. DeCosmos) was just informed by the 
hon. Chief Commissioner that if tho mat- I 
tor was brought before a Court of Law he 
would bo enabled to produce important 
evidence which ho was now unable to do. 
In conclusion, tho Promior called on the 
member for Esquimalt to withdrew his 
offensive remark, as the question was an 
op*n one, and not attempt to create a t'li- 
yjsiou in tho Exccutino, 



Mr.Robertson replied that the Premier, 
instead of listening to what he, (Mr. R.) 
had siiid, busied himself in making notes 
and the consequence was that ho had en- 
tirely misrepresented him. Tho Premier 
had adopted a tone of deep tragedy in re- 
plying; but ho (Mr. Robertson) denied 
that he had sought to make division in tho 
Cabinet. If the Premier had spoken 
frankly and fairly he would have said that 
yesterday, ho (Mr. Robertson) asked 
"him not to move tho amendment out of 
consideration for tho Attorney-General. 
| Cheers. ] The Premier had replied that 
be wanted to show Bulkley up. When 
the amendment was moved ho (Mr. R.) 
considered it a reflection on the Attornoy- 
Generol. To-day tho Attorney-General told 
him that he intended toniovo to strike out 
the amendment and ho (Mr. R.) said that 
ho would snpport him. [hear.J Every 
legal gentleman in the House had said 
that the agreement wa3 binding, and he 
asked if, after the matter had been referred 
to the Attorney General for his opinion, 
it was delicate or proper to refer it to a 
Ilouso of 25 members? [Hear. J The 
Premier had ignored the Attorney-Gen- 
eral's opinion and applied to this House 
as a Court of Appeal. [ cheers, j Mr. Rob- 
ertson repeated that ho had bogged the 
hon Premier not to bring tho matter bo- 
the House. Where was tho ground for 
sliding that "ho had mndo an onslaught 
on tho Government." Ho was a support- 
er of this Government, and ho had not 
attacked it in an underhand and insidious 
manner. 

Hon Mr. DeCosmos said the hon. gen- 
tleman first suggested a Select Committee. 
The Attorney-General knew his (the Pre- 
mier's) views and offered no opposition to 
them, and Mr. Robertson came back and 
suggested an arbitration. 

Mr.Robertson replied that ho might 
have said that because he was given to 
understand that the hon Attorney-General 
made no objection. As soon as ho found 
that ho did object ho (Air. Robertson) 
had said lie would assist him in blotting 
from the records of the House a resolution 
which he considered to bo a very serious 
reflection upon him as tho Attorney-Gen- 
eral. [ cheers, j 

The resolution of tho hon Attorney- 
G.-neral was carried amidst loud cheering 
by a voto of 15 to 8. Messrs. Walkem, 
Armstrong and Ash voting in opposition 
to the Premier, and Mr. Beaven alouo 
sustaining him. 

PETITION OF RIGHTS DILL. 

House went into committee to recon- 
sider this Bill. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem explained that the 
amendment to prevent retrospective ef- 
fect was introduced to prevent a flood of 
claims against tho former Government 
being pressed against this Government. 

Mr. McCreight objected to tho amend- 
ment, which was intended to "scratch" 
all existing claims. Ho proposed a sus- 
pending clause so that claims would not 
be barred until after next session. 

Mr. Barnston said that the claimsorigi- 
nated when this country was governed as 
a Crown Colony. It was a shame that 
wo should be held responsible for what 
irresponsible officers had done. Tho pre- 
sent Government would have no chance 
if this amendment passed. They would 
be overwhelmed by all the claims from 
'58 to the present time. 

Mr. Humphreys would support the re- 
commendation of the Governor. The hon. 
member illustrated by several cases tho 
impossibility of retrospective legislation. 

Mr. Robson said, we don't propose to 
amend the previous laws that affected 
contracts. The object is merely to throw 
open the courts of justice to try those 
eases according to the laws then in exist- 
ence. Let us do justice to tho subject, 
being firmly convinced that by so doing 
we cannot do any injustice to the Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. McCreight said it would be absurd 
to think that the Government wore un- 
provided with evidence. Every dealing 
nf individuals with the Governmont was 
always taken down in writing. These 
writings may not bo in good order, but 
they are sure to be forthcoming at the 
proper time. The remark of tho hon. 
member for Cowichan that we weio not re- 
sponsible for mistakes of bygone admin- 
istrations was an unfortunate one, for it 
introduoed the fear of repudiation and de- 
stroyed the credit of tho country. 

Mr - Robertson said a point had oscaped 
hon. gentleman. Upon a petition to the 
Governor and with the advice of his re- 
sponsible Ministry only could actiou 
against the Governmont betaken. 

The amendment was then put and lost; 
tho original motion was carried, and the 
Bill reported comploto. 

House adjourned till 7.-:i0 p.m. 

EVENING SESSION. 

Mr. Speaker took the Chair at 7;30. 

The House resumed its sitting as Com- 
mittee of iho Whole on tho Municiplity 
Amendment Bill, Air. Hunter in the Chair. 

Mr. MoCreight thought that tho Muni- 
cipal Clerk should not be paid nor ap- 
painled by tho Governmont. This gon- 
t Ionian might bo elected as a member of 
the Assembly, and thus virtually have 
another portfolio. [Laughter. J 

The bill was amended in several of 
its clauses, whon the hon. Att'y-General 
moved that tho Committee report progress 
and ask leave to sit again. This would 
give the Committee timo to reconsider 
several of the clauses. Carried. 

Mr. Speaker having resumed his seat 
the 

barrister's hill. 
came up for its second reading. 

Mr. Robortson while introducing it ex- 
plained its provisions. In British Colum- 
bia the statusof Barristers was anomalous. 
He drew a comparison between the status 
in this country and that in the Eastern 
Provinces and in England, showing the 
necessity of passing this bill. 

Mi-. Humphreys although opposed to 
this kind of legislation, objecting to (he 
principle of distinction, and still consid- 
ering the present unsatisfactory state of 
the law in this regard, said he would sup- 
port the bill. 

Mr, Smithe also passed some remarks 
in support of protecting society fiomspuri- 
ous legal advice. 

The House thou went into Committee 
on t his bill. 

A clause was inserted that where duties 
of Counsel and Attorney are discharged 
by one person, single fees shall only bo 
charged. 

The bill as amended was passed. 

SCHOOL AMENDMENT BILL. 
This bill w as taken up in Committee 
and after some amendments was reported 
complete. 

I louse adjourned till 2 o'clock on Fri- 
day.

Reported Death of Sir Geo. 
E. Cariier. 

It was rumored at Ottawa on the even- 
ing of the 27th ult. that Sir. Georgo E. 
Car tier had died that day at 4 p.m. If 
the report be true tho loss of this eminent 
statesman will be severely felt by tho 
Government and tho nation. 

We rogrot to announeo tho death, on 
9th December, at Brighton, of Mr. John 
Keast Lord, the manager of tho great 
aquarium of that city. Mr. Lord somo 
months ago had an attack of paralysis, 
which, however, did not at tho time 
threaten to terminate so speedily in his 
death. Mr. Lord was well known in this 
country from having been connected with 
the British division of the North West 
Boundary Survey from 1 857 to 18(51, tho 
American branoh of which had Mr. Archi- 
bald Campbell at its head, with Dr. Ken- 
nerly occupying tho position of zoologist. 
His notes on tho natural history of Bri- 
tish Columbia and Vancouver Island were 
published in book form under the tit io of 
The Naturalist in British Columbia. After 
his return from America he was engaged 
by the Viceroy of Egypt to make somo 
examinations in that country, prior to 
which ho was connected with tho London 
periodical, Land and Water, He was call- 
ed from Egypt to take chargo of the 
Brighton Aquarium, which, however, his 
premature death prevented him from con- 
ducting for any length of timo.
